Writer Stresses 
Fund amentals In 
Home Build ing

Usually when a man p lans a 
w ill it resist fire home he builds as large a house 
and decay , as well as attack by as his money will buy —and he 
corrosion and insects? Answers'wants an the ap p liances, equip - 
to these queries involve a study 
of roof p itch, exterior and inter­ 
ior finishes and p rotection against 
such p ests as termitee and bor­ 
ers. 
It is a good idea to have 
1 the p rop erty insp ected by a reli­ 
able termite control organiza­ 
tion that will give a factual re­ 
p ort on the extent of termite ac­ 
tivity without cost or obligation. 
3.—Resistance to use involves 
the question of whether or not 
there is a danger of the sub-floors 
warp ing or of having the ceiling 
crack if y ou decide to move fur­ 
niture on the floor above. How 
well p lumbing will withstand 
y ears of having grease and cof­ 
fee grounds p oured down the sink 
is another top ic for consideration. 
Of course hardwood floors which 
have p roved their ability to with­ 
stand generations of use and 
abuse get ready ap p roval for a 
long-term mortgage. 
4.—Liveability a n d functional 
p lan is also of p rimary interest to 
the FHA p rop erty rater. In mak­ 
ing his check the value of an 
architect’s services in p lanning a 
home are immediately ap p arent. 
Size of the rooms and location 
for p rivacy and efficiency are to 
be considered. It’s imp ortant to 
be able to get to the bath with­ 
out going through the \y hole 
house . . . and for the kids to be 
able to jitterbug in the livingroom 
while y ou sleep through the noise 
undisturbed in an up stairs bed­ 
room. 
5.—Op erating economy of me­ 
chanical equip ment—and that in­ 
cludes ap p liances as well as heat­ 
ing, wiring and p lumbing facil­ 
ities—is a p oint t to be considered. 
Installation of adequate, durable 
equip ment that can be rep aired 
will merit a favorable rating be­ 
cause of the p robability of lower 
maintenance costs. Washing ma 
chines, stoves and refrigerators 
when installed virtually become 
a p art of the house. 
6.—Natural light and ventila­ 
tion is of more significance than 
y ou might think. A house should 
have enough glass to admit the 
right amount of light, enough 
windows to p ermit p rop er ven­ 
tilation of fresh air, and kitchen 
ventilating equip ment to do away 
with unp leasant cooking odors, 
©verall ventilation will also be 


ment and conveniences built into 
that house. The total sum he has 
to invest seems rather adequate 
to him, and he feels it will cover 
all these things. Such is not al­ 
way s the case. 
With labor and building mate­ 
rial costs to consider, the money 
he has will go only so far and 
many times it is a difficult task 
to determine the things absolute­ 
ly required as distinguished from 
what is wanted. Too often good 
construction is slighted for the 
gadgets that may 
be 
installed 
later 
The impo rta nt thing to remem­ 
ber is 
tha t well-built ma so nry 
wa lls a nd fo o ting s, sturdy fra me 
co nstructio n, so und a nd a ttra ctiv e 
do o rs, a first-cla ss pa int jo b, a 
g o o d plumbing a nd 
hea ting in­ 
sta lla tio n a nd better electric wir­ 
ing will pa y la rg e div idends o v er 
the y ea rs to co me. 
So let’s start with the basic 
foundation, the footings that real­ 
ly sup p ort the house. Footings are 
the masonry base on which.the 
house is built. They should be of 
p oured concrete, wide enough to 
sup p ort adequately the weight of 
walls, floor and roof. The bottom 
of the footings should be level 
and rest on good solid soil or sand 
and below the frost line of the 
section in which the house is 
built. Foundation walls should be 
of any well built solid masonry 
of 
p oured 
concrete, 
concrete 
blocks, or brick, well water­ 
p roofed on the exterior surface 
to hold back moisture from the 
walls may be used. 
Basement floors are best of con­ 
crete about 4 inches thick, well 
drained and laid on a cinder bed. 
By all means have any sup p orting 
p osts in the basement of steel, 
with the p rop er sized beams to 
sup p ort the first floor joists. Steel 
is economical in the construction 
and the life of y our house « will 
be longer, with the consequence 
of less p laster cracking and set­ 
tling. 
The true test of a well-built 
house is the fundamentals hidden 
within the walls and out of sight. 
There is alway s a temp tation to 
economize here, but it is p oor 
economy to p ut in inferior con­ 
struction 
in 
these 
concealed 
p laces. 
Far better to forego temp orar-

The main body of The Bennett is 38 
feet by 24 feet. It has an area of 817 
square feet, without the garage. There 
is a'volume of 17,423 cubic feet, includ­ 
ing the full basement.
